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introduction 


This volume contains the cumulative indexes for all seven issues of sociological abstracts 
(sea) Volume 44, 1996. Each issue consists of a body of abstracts of articles/papers published in the serial 
literature, or presented at association meetings, and enhanced bibliographic citations of dissertations, 
classified into broad and narrow subject matter areas meaningful to sociologists and other social scien- 
tists. There are 29 broad subject areas and 94 narrow areas. 


Each of the six regular ses issues opens with a Table of Contents listing the classification areas 
under which the abstracts are organized. Following the classified abstracts section are an author index, a 
source index listing the journals abstracted, with a bibliographic entry for each itém, and a detailed subject 
index. Also included in each $a issue is an issue of the International Review of Publications in Sociol- 
ogy (IRPS), containing bibliographic listings of book reviews and abstracts of books and book chapters. 
The author and source indexes of IRPS issues 83-88 are merged into this Volume 44 cumulative index. 


The seventh sea issue is the Conference Abstracts Supplement (CAS), in which the supplements 
of abstracts of papers presented at conferences during the year are bound (in 1996, Volume 44, Supple- 
ments 178-179). Also included are a Late Arrivals section for abstracts that arrived after completion of 


the supplements, and author and subject indexes for all entries, which are merged into this Volume 44 
cumulative index. 


Each se abstract or bibliographic listing is given an accession number, as described on page v. 


A list of the documents included in ses Volume 44 and their accession numbers follows. 
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(a) The Serial Literature 


There are 16,057 abstracts from the published 
serial literature and citations of dissertations (se- 
lected from Dissertation Abstracts International). 
Each bears a five-digit number preceded by a two- 
digit representation ofthe year. The first abstract in 
Issue 1 is 9600001. Volume 44 contains the acces- 
sion numbers listed here. 


(b) Association/Conference Papers 


There are 639 abstracts of papers published in 
Supplement Nos. 178-179 & in the Late Arrivals 
section of ses 44/7. Each abstract hasbeen assigned 
a five-digit accession number prefixed with an 
upper case S. The first such accession number used 
was S00001 in Supplement No. 30, February 
1973. 


(c) Abstracts of Books & 
Book Review Bibliography 


Since Volume 28, No. 1, citations have been 
included in the IRPS for all book reviews in core 
sociology serials and for all reviews in non-core 
serials that are written by, or would be of interest 
to, sociologists. Each citation bears a five or six- 
digit accession number prefixed with a lower case 
"a"; 8,077 citations are included in the IRPS issues 
for 1996. Also included are abstracts of 1,026 
books and book chapters, bearing five-digit acces- 
sion numbers prefixed with a lower case "c."

CUMULATIVE SUBJECT INDEX 


This index contains subject entries for abstracts of the articles/papers published in the serial 
literature, dissertations selected from Dissertation Abstracts International, conference paper 
abstracts, and abstracts of books and book chapters included in the IRPS. Each entry is followed 
by the accession number of the related document. 


CUMULATIVE AUTHOR INDEX 
This index contains five types of authors: those whose articles are sbetracted from the serial litera- 
ture or whose dissertations are listed in bibliographic form (five-digit accession number, 00001- 
16057), authors who present papers at an association/conference meeting (letter prefix S followed 
by a five-digit number), authors of books and of book reviews (letter prefix "a" followed by a six- 
digit number), and authors of books and book chapters abstracted (letter prefix "c" followed by a 


five-digit number). All accession numbers are preceded by a two-digit representation of the year of 
publication in SA. 


CUMULATIVE SOURCE INDEX 
This index lists all serials, with their addresses, from which abstracts and book review 


listings have been published in Volume 44. The complete list of serials that ses screens is presented 
in the User's Manual, which is updated every three years. 


Effective with Volume 30, the extent of coverage of the content of each journal listed is 
identified: Fully covered - every article, research note, and book review that appears in the journal 
is abstracted or cited; Partially covered - a selection of relevant articles, research notes, and 
reviews are abstracted or cited; or /nfrequently covered - a designation used for serials which 
seldom carry materials pertinent to our field of interest. The designations are: SA-F, SA-P, SA-I. 


The same information is presented for sea's sister publications - Social Planning/Policy & 
Development Abstracts (SOPODA), and Linguistics and Language Behavior Abstracts 
(LLBA). 


The abstracts and book reviews published from a given serial are listed immediately under 
the title and address of the serial, in sequential page order, with a complete bibliographic entry, 
followed by the ses accession number. 


The abstracts of papers presented at association meetings are listed under the name of the associa- 
tion, ordered by accession number. 
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
